J. P. Baumgartner Says No 
Effort on Part of Voter 
To Defeat Gas Tax Plan 


"There Is really not much news,” 
said 
J. 
P. 
Baumgartner, 
state 
highway 
commissioner, 
“In 
this 
talk 
about 
starting 
referendum 
petitions against the additional Ic 
gasoline 
tax. 
There 
have 
been 
threats and rumors of such action 
for some time. but so far as the 
highway commission has been able 
to ascertain there is no disposition 
whatever on the part of the voters 
generally to attempt to hold up or 
defeat the Ic gasoline .tax for new 
highway construction. 
"Apparently,” c o n t i n u e d Mr. 
B aumgartner, "even those who are 
fathering and financing the refer­ 
endum petition which, it Is said, 
is about to be launched, are not 
opposed to the additional Ic gaso­ 
line tax so much as they are to 
the new method of securing some 
little pay for the use of the h igh­ 
ways by the commercial trucking 
interests.” 
And even 
from 
this 
angle of the matter, the highway 
commissioner 
expressed 
surprise 
and some measure of incredulity, 
because, 
he said, so far as tho 
highway commission had come in 
contact w ith the truck men they 
had, w ith very few exceptions, ex­ 
pressed approval of the new method 
of 
licensing 
the 
commercial 
trucks. 
"U nder 
the 
old 
law,” 
Mr. 
B aum gartner explained, "com m er­ 
cial truck companies were 
su p ­ 
posed to pay a certain percentage 
of their gross revenues, but It was 
found 
practically 
impossible, 
a c ­ 
cording to the 
motor vehicle de­ 
partment. to collect the percentage 
due the state under the law. 
Of 
course, some of the truckmen paid 
It and paid It honestly, but m any 
of them 
did 
not, and 
some 
of 
them kept no hooks 
and 
didn’t 
know themselves w hat they ought 
to pay—the 
whole 
system 
fell 
down.” 
U nder the new law the tru ck ­ 
men 
will 
pay 
their 
licenses, 
graduated 
according 
to 
tonnage 
and other conditions, when 
they 
get their license plates, and thus 
the revenue will be uniform, easily 
and certainly collectable, "and the 
fees,” said Mr. Baumgartner, "will 
be very light indeed on the tru ck ­ 
men in proportion to the volume of 
the business they do. 
"I 
do 
not 
believe,” 
concluded 
the commissioner, "that the dis­ 
gruntled truckm en who are play­ 
ing this game of revenge and re­ 
taliation will get anywhere with It. 
However, It will depend a good 
deal upon how much money they 
are able to spend, for there are a 
great 
m any 
unthinking, 
penny- 
wise-pound foolish people who can 
be induced to sign the petition. 
"It would be a calamity if the 
Ic gas tax should be held up. for 
the money it will produce is badly 
needed for new road construction, 
and if it is held up new road con­ 
struction will be held ut)—and I 
know th a t nine taxpayers out of 
ten throughout 
the 
entire 
state 
don’t w ant that to happen. 
"Incidentally.” 
said 
Mr. 
B aum ­ 
gartner, "I thoroughly believe in 
the principle 
of the referendum, 
but freely admit that it has its 
weak points. 
If the Ic gasoline 
tax is held up t h a t ’will be an ex­ 
ample of the penalties we often 
have to pay for certain political 
privileges.”

WASHINGTON. 
June 
l l. —Fire 
losses, though Increasing in United 
States from year to year, are ac­ 
tually growing less lf the amount 
of new building Is considered, ac­ 
cording to a statem ent issued by 
the National Lumber M anufactur­ 
ers’ association. 
In 1926 the fire loss w as sub­ 
stantially 
sight 
million 
dollars 
heavier than the year before, while 
the value of new buildings erected 
was close to seven billion dollars. 
W hile figures are not yet avail­ 
able 
for 
1926 
preliminary 
esti­ 
m ates indicate that th» fir» losses 
probably 
increased 
slightly 
over 
1926, while building was m aterially 
heavier. 
"So great is the value of all 
buildings now in use that the an­ 
nual depreciation in value due to 
obsolescence alone is many tim es 
greater than loss from fire,” the 
association’s survey disclosed. "Poor 
construction has become a greater 
w aster of wealth than fire dam ­ 
age.” 
Over ti billion dollars worth of 
new 
building 
construction 
took 
place in the years 1922 to 1926, and 
with the 1926 figures the amount 
goes close to $0 billion dollars. 
’’The 
furnishing 
of these 
new 
homes, 
garages, 
offices, 
theaters, 
schools and factories, and the add­ 
ed stores of merchandise, autom o­ 
biles, radios, electrical equipment 
and other item s which add to the 
joy of living is estim ated to have 
been 20 billion dollars more,” an 
official of the lumber association 
declared. 
‘In the sam e period fire losses 
Increased less than 43 million dol­ 
lars, or about $1 per thousand of 
estim ated 
increase 
In 
burnable 
wealth. 
"This Ie a decided change as 
compared to th» year 1922, in which 
estim ates 
by 
th» United 
States 
federal trad» commission put the 
national wealth, exclusive of land, 
at 231 billion dollars. 
The report­ 
ed fire lose in that year was 403 
million dollars, 
or approximately 
$1.76 to each thousand of burnable 
wealth." 
W ith one exception the trend of 
fire losses has slowed up steadily 
for several years, according to the 
association. 
In 1920 the increase 
over 1919 amounted to 102 million 
dollars, or 40 per cent. 
This Is 
attributed by engineers largely to 
the Inflation of property values In 
that year and not to a marked in­ 
crease In the number of fires or 
th» total amount of goods or build­ 
ings destroyed. 
An Increase of SO million dollars 
was shown In 1921, or 8 per cent 
over 1920, but 1922 losses exceeded 
those of 1921 by only 17 million 
dollars or 4.2 per cent. 
In 1923. 
the exceptional year noted, the in­ 
crease wa» 6.7 per cent, but in 
1924 this had dropped again to 2.6 
per cent, while 1925 w as only 8 
million 
dollars 
or 
1.8 
per 
cent 
greater than 1924. 
"Considering the great number 
of new buildings, the estim ate that 
th# net annual incom e of the n a­ 
tional exceeds 90 million dollars, 
considering the increased use of 
gasoline, 
electricity, cigarets and 
other prolific causes of fire, this 
steadily decreasing trend Is very 
encouraging and Indicates that the 
near future m ay show actual as 
well a s relative declines,” the lum ­ 
ber association declared.

STUDT EXPENSE 


By RAYMOND ELLIS 
Assistant Farm Advisor 


The agricultural extension 
ser­ 
vice of the U niversity of California 
has been carrying on cost of pro­ 
duction studies for various crops 
of the state for the past 
two 
or 
three years. From these 
studies 
they have gotten some very valu­ 
able figures pron which the grow­ 
ers are able to base their future ac­ 
tions. The grower may, by compar­ 
ing his costs and income with 
the 
acreage, see where he can improve 
his status by changing certain op­ 
erations. Here in Orange county the 
citrus and poiiltrymen are already 
studying their farm 
business 
and 
apparently are making much head­ 
way. 
One of our very Important crops, 
which has not been studied yet, is 
lima beans. Therefore, 
the 
farm 
advisor’s office 
is 
contemplating 
carrying on this study, providing a 
sufficient number of 
growers 
is 
found who wish to cooperate. 
The 
system used is 
as 
follows; 
each 
grower who is cooperating is sent an 
expense sheet at the beginning of 
every month, on which 
sheet 
he 
puts all of his expenses 
for 
the 
month, 
including 
such 
items 
as 
labor, seed, water, etc. This sheet Is 
returned to the farm advisor at tho 
end of each month, where all sheets 
are summarized. Each 
grower 
is 
given a number, so that all his fig ­ 
ures are confidential, and no men­ 
tion is ever made of 
an 
owner’s 
name in connection with his busi­ 
ness. 
Besides the expense sheets, m en­ 
tioned above, an inventory of land 
and equipment is also taken so that 
interest on investm ent, depreciation 
and other hidden costs m ay be fig­ 
ured. Also the income is secured, so 
that in making the 
final 
annual 
summary the grower is able to find 
not only his cost of production, the 
cost per pound for every operation 
carried on, but also the incomes from 
the business as well as 
the 
net 
profit over and above all expenses. 
As mentioned before, all figures 
secured are purely confidential and 
any results which 
are 
published 
are for the whole group and never 
for any one individual. Lima

ARE ELECTRIFIED 


California leads all states in the 
union by a large margin in the use 
of electricity by agriculturists, ac­ 
cording to statistics recently com ­ 
piled by the com mittee on relation 
of electricity to agriculture. 
Rural 
consumers will pay approximately 
$20,000,000 
for 
electricity 
during 
1927, it is estimated. 
These statistics, which are the 
result of an exhaustive investiga­ 
tion undertaken by the committee, 
indicate that 51,000 farms in Cali­ 
fornia had electric service In 1925; 
40,320 of these farms using electric 
power 
in 
some 
form, 
and 
9060 
using electric heating and cooking 
equipment. 
Electricity for house­ 
hold lighting w as used by 49,800 
farms. 
The survey indicates that 
In addition to the 51,000 farms sup­ 
plied with electricity there were 
159,000 rural consumers 
of elec­ 
tricity. 
The report further indicates that 
California farmers 
paid 
$11,010,- 
694.1? for electric power in 1925 
to serve 635,913 horsepower of m o­ 
tors, exclusive of the amount paid 
for other uses to which electricity 
is put. 
No indication of this ad­ 
ditional 
revenue 
from 
all 
rural 
consumers is given in the com mit­ 
tee’s report. 
If included, total rev­ 
enue for 1925 would approximate 
$17,000,000. 
Based on growth dur­ 
ing the last two years, the 1927 
rural electric revenue will be well 
in excess of $20,000,000. 
The California com mittee on re­ 
lation of electricity to agriculture 
was organized in 1925 to investi­ 
gate and solve problems in connec­ 
tion with the use of electricity on 
the farm. 
The com mittee is work­ 
ing in co-operation with the Col­ 
lege of Agriculture at Davis, and 
studies undertaken are mainly un­ 
der the direction of faculty m em­ 
bers of that institution. 
The com ­ 
m ittee personnel embraces repre­ 
sentatives of the College of Agri­ 
culture, the railroad commission of 
the state of California, the farm 
bureau, the electric power com ­ 
panies and electric equipment m an­ 
ufacturers.

He 
com m ented on the possible profits 
from such crops to the individual 
grower, and said th a t very little 
attention w as given to cost a c ­ 
counts by the agricultural Industry 
of C alifornia w ith a business in ­ 
vestm ent of three and a half b il­ 
lion dollars. 
“No 
o th er business 
could 
e n ­ 
dure under such conditions,’’ said 
Crocheron. 
"Less than 5 per cent 
of the farm ers on the 136.409 farm s 
of 
C alifornia 
keep any 
kind 
of 
farm accounts, and less than I per 
cent keep accounts th a t could be 
used in the reorganization of their 
business along profitable lines. 
"Even w here 
financial 
records 
are kept on th© farm s, they are 
not in m ost cases adequate for a 
study of 
the 
relative 
profitable­ 
ness of the various enterprises," 
continued Crocheron. "Those fa rm ­ 
ers who do keep records of su f­ 
ficient accuracy to study the re ­ 
organization of th eir business op­ 
erations are 
often at a loss to 
know w hether or not th© cost of 
various operations is ‘in line’ w ith 
costs on other farm s operated u n ­ 
der sim ilar soil and clim atic con­ 
ditions. 
In a 
recent 
study 
on 
poultry, it w as found th a t labor 
costs per hen varied from 28 cents 
to $1.34 on flocks producing com ­ 
m ercial 
eggs, 
the 
average 
labor 
costs per hen being 74 cents. 
The 
poultrym an who had a labor cost 
of $1.34 could not tell from his 
own records w hether or not such 
labor cost w as too high. 
H e need­ 
ed a com parative hardstlck w ith 
which to m easure his labor effi­ 
ciency. 
“The sam© 
fundam ental 
needs 
exists in all 
lines 
of 
farm ing, 
w hether it be crops or livestock. 
Such m easures of 
efficiency 
can 
only be secured through the co­ 
operation 
of farm ers 
w ith

them . 
The U niversity of C alifor­ 
nia agricu ltu ral extension service 
offers such an opportunity to C ali­ 
fornia farm ers. 
T hrough its farm 
advisors in co-operation w ith the 
farm m anagem ent dem onstrator, a 
system of records has been worked 
out w hich enables farm ers w ho are 
co-operating to m ake com parisons 
of the efficiency of various farm 
practices. 
There are a t present 51

under w ay in 27 counties.

Business Satisfactory 


Here is a summary of the latest business report from the 
economic experts of the National City Bank of New York, biggest 
financial institution in the country: 
“The general business situation in May has continued satis­ 
factory. 
M anufacturing is going on in large volume, distribution 
is apparently keeping pace, employment conditions are good, and 
money is abundant for business purposes.” 
There are troubles, of course. 
There are the coal strike, the 
Mississippi flood, overproduction of oil, bad crop weather in the 
west, and a general downward tendency in non-agricultural com­ 
modities—which doesn't worry consumers so much as it does bus­ 
iness men. 
On the other hand, the "supporting influences” are 
strong. 
Steel is operating at a high level, building continues in 
large volume, the automobile industry is doing better than was ex­ 
pected, improvements are recorded in many important lines, for­ 
eign trade is healthy. 
Thus business in the aggregate ii “ averaging fully up to or 
above norm al," as shown by such dependable standards as electric 
power consumption, railway traffic and bank payments. 
“Quite clearly, although maladjustments exist, they have not 
been basic enough to seriously disturb the general condition of 
stability which has characterized the last few years.” 
In other words, prosperity continues, w’ith the American people 
enjoying the highest per capita income ever received by the peo­ 
ple of any country, and with business resting on foundations which 
the experts behove “will sustain the general average at good lev­ 
els during the coming months.”

“Youths who achieve eminence are characterized 
not only by high intellectual traits, but also by 
persistence of motive and effort, confidence in their 
abilities, and great strength or force of character.” 
This conclusion of the psychologists of Stanford 
University, who studied the characters of 300 emi­ 
nent men and women of history to determine the 
factors that make for succès, is most significant. 
The superior young men pursued high ideals, de­ 
veloped significant interests, and created new ex­ 
pressions of scientific and philosophical thought be­ 
fore they reached the age of manhood. 
Among the examples cited to prove this conten­ 
tion is the fact that Milton had written an ode 
pronounced by an eminent critic as perhaps the 
most beautiful in the English language, before he 
was twenty-one years old. 
Hume had defined his 
views before he wag twenty-five. 
Peel was chief 
secretary for Ireland before he was 24, Raphael 
bad painted the Granduca Madonna at 21, Beethoven 
was appointed chamber musician to the king at 
18, Newton had developed his views of light and 
colors before he was 20. 
Bacon wrote a philosoph­ 
ical work before he 
was 
20, 
Montesquieu 
had 
sketched his "Spirit of Laws” at a similar age, 
and the Englishman, Jenner, even before 20, had 
thought out the processes that led to his discovery 
of vaccination for smallpox, a boon that freed m an­ 
kind from one of the greatest scourges that impeded 
the progress of civilization. 
The genius appears usually In a superior family, 
in which he has superior possibilities for education 
and other inspiration»»! factors in his environment. 
In childhood he is likely to display superior Intel­ 
ligence, superior talents and superior traits of char­ 
acter. 
While many an eminent man may not meet these 
qualifications, the appearance in childhood of a 
combination of the highest degree of general ability, 
special talent, seriousness of purpose, and indom­ 
itable persistance may be greeted a» indicating a 
cepacity for adult achievement of high rank. 
The 
wise parent will do everything possible to give such 
a child even more opportunity. 
The 
gifted 
youth 
of today is the leader of the future. 
Heredity sets 
some limits, but within these limits adequate train­ 
ing may raise a boy to the greatest possible stature. 
In concluding, the psychologists quote 
the 
poet 
Horace, who. some thousands of years ago, arrived 
independently at similar conclusions: 
“ ’Tis only from the sturdy and the good that 
sturdy young are born: in steers, in steeds, appear 
the merits of their sires; nor do fierce eagles beget 
timid doves. 
Yet training increases inborn worth, 
and righteous ways make strong the heart; when­ 
ever righteousness has failed, faults m ar even w hat 
nature has made noble.”

In one city I pay my water bill 
to the city governm ent and in an ­ 
other to the w ater company; in 
one town I Tall the city hall to 
complain about my garbage not 
being collected and in another I 
call a contractor. 
Which means 
th at municipal services are not all 
rendered by the municipal govern­ 
ment, and that w hat is considered 
a public municipal service in one 
city may very well be considered a 
private municipal service in an­ 
other. 
As a m atter of fa c t municipal 
services are rendered to the city 
dwellers of America by three types 
of organizations: 
firs t 
the city 
government in its various phases: 
second, the privately-owned public 
utility corporation, and, third, the 
voluntary association 
or 
society. 
These three are not always dis­ 
tinct, but often cut across the lines 
of division, as for instance, when 
a government-owned public utility 
is operated by a private corpora­ 
tion under a lease, or as when a 
voluntary charitable association by 
agreem ent adm inisters the govern­ 
ment funds provided for relief of 
the poor. 
In this series of articles It is my 
purpose to consider problems that 
arise in all three fields of organi­ 
zation. 
Indeed, It is hardly possi­ 
ble to discriminate, because a func­ 
tion or activity th at in one com­ 
m unity is comfortably and forever, 
apparently, assigned to one of these 
three groups of organizations in 
another community will be seen as 
naturally and as a m atter of course 
belonging within the scope of an­ 
other. 
Further, as a m atter of fact, the 
functions are constantly changing 
from group to group and transfers 
are being effected in great num­ 
bers. 
So it 
comes 
about that, 
generally speaking, we American 
city dwellers are far from any def­ 
inite conclusion as to what con­ 
stitutes the proper sphere of m u­ 
nicipal governmental activity. 
Under this fact lie hidden many 
of the deeper springs of difficulties 
encountered in bringing about a 
satisfactory solution of municipal 
problems that arise from day to 
day. 
The three groups, which we will 
call for brevity's 
sake, 
Govern­ 
mental, Corporation and Voluntary, 
are a t constant w ar with each 
other and yet m aintain constant 
contacts of the m ost .intim ate and 
complete co-operation. 
They tend 
in some fields to recognize cheer­ 
fully the preserves of the other, 
and in others are constantly striv­ 
ing to conquer and possess domains 
already pre-empted by the other. 
Most familiar, of course, is the 
disputed question of the municipal 
ownership and operation of public 
utilities. 
Nobody 
seems 
to 
get 
very much excited when a city 
owns and operates its w ater works. 
yet in many cities this is recog­ 
nized as the function of a private 
company. 
Some cities are selling 
their water plants to private op­ 
erating companies and some are 
buying them from 
the corpora­ 
tions. 
Municipalities own and operate 
w ater 
works, 
gas 
plants, 
street 
railway systems, electric lighting 
and power plants, central heating 
systems, and outside the field us­ 
ually included under the title “pub­ 
lic utility,” they own and operate 
ice 
factories, 
coal 
distribution 
plants, abbatoirs, grain elevators, 
and so on. 
One of them owns a 
long steam railroad, built for trade 
development and held as an in­ 
vestment, operated by a corpora­ 
tion under lease. 
O thers own, for 
revenue 
producing 
purposes, 
oil 
wells with which they were en­ 
dowed 
by 
geographical 
accident 
and geological grace. 
All three groups own. manage 
and 
operate hospitals, 
and 
fre­ 
quently all three types of hos­ 
pitals may be found in a single 
city. 
In various cities the Governmental 
and the Voluntary group divide, 
generally speaking, 
the 
field 
of 
health and social work—the visit­ 
ing 
nurse function, 
the 
clinical 
provision for the care of the sick, 
the relief and rehabilitation of the 


It follows then, that in considj 
erlng the cost of municipal funcj 
tlon, we have not only to remem I 
ber that they are exercised

three groups, governmental, cor! 
poration and voluntary, as I point! 
ed out above, but we also m ust re] 
member th at what has been takei 
on in one city by one or the othel 
of these three groups, or by all 
three, in another town is still conj 
sidered not a municipal function al 
all but a private m atter.
